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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The applicant amended independent claims 1,10, and 19 by inserting several limitations "lying within and 
external of a Kernal function circle", "greater than zero", and "range of Kernal funtion circle radii". These newly added limitations raise new 
issues that would require extensively consideration and further search prior making decision. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant argues in page 9 second paragraph 
that the applicant found no recitation of either radio receiver, spurious response, approximation or optimization of Kernal fucntion in 
connection with Figure 5 drawings. 

The examiner respectfully submits that Figure 5 by White alone does not disclose either the radio receiver, spurious response, 
approximation or optimization, but rather the whole patents of White and Tsui et al. disclose the radio receiver with optimization responses. 
The applicant further argues in page 9 second paragraph that the cited references by White and Tsui et al. do not disclose the teaches the 
approximated FT Kernel function as disclosed in applicant's specification and recited in applicants' rejection claims. 
The examiner respectfully submits that the cited references does not require to disclose/show the teaching of approximated FT Kernel 
function as disclosed in applicant's specification. Rather, the combination of references requires to show every limitation cited in the claims 
as addressed clearly in the previous Office action. 

The applicant argues in page 9 last paragraph that White does not disclose annular arc disposition of Kernel function locations. 
The examiner respectfully submits that the annular arc disposition of Kernel function locations is seen in Figure 5. 
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
